pistol shots at four buses carry- 
ing American army and civilian 
personnel on the regular Wednes- 
day four of Berlin sponsored by 
the army's special services. 


The buses were exactly on the 


border separating the Soviet sec- 
tor from the West. 


Three of the shots hit one of 


the buses and broke a window 
but none of the occupants was 
struck. 


On Normal Route 


The buses were taking the nor- 


mal route from Potsdamer Platz, 
a breeding ground for trouble in 
Berlin, to the Brandenburg gate. 
This street is astride the Soviet 
sector border, but Allied vehicles 
never were challenged there.

Hope to Thwart 
Plans of Chinese 
To Spring Attack 


TOKYO, (AP)—American artil- 


lery firing from mud-mired posi- 
tions today pounded Communist 
forces massed along the 38th par- 
allel in Central Korea. 


Field dispatches said the Reds 


were digging in south of the bor- 
der on both the western and cen- 
tral fronts. 


Along the east coast, South Ko- 


rean troops moved more than six 
miles north of 38. They occupied 
four North Korean towns and a 
border village. 


But the focus of battle was on 


the central front, where 90,000 
Communists were reported in de- 
fensive positions south and north 
of the border. 


Allied infantry patrols advanced 


through pelting rain seeking tar- 
gets. When they met Communist 
fire they retreated to let the artil- 
lery law down a roaring barrage. 
Allied warplanes dove out of the 
overcast and hammered the Reds 
with jellied gasoline, bombs and 
machine gun fire. 


The 
Allies were 
pushing a 


scorched earth policy in reverse: 
Mercilessly pounding the ground 
they to take if the Reds withdraw. 


They also hoped to thwart any 


Communist plans for a counter- 
offensive. If the Reds are building 
up for a new drive they probably 
will start it during this rainy 
season. • 


Refuses Names 
Of Partners 
In Ship Deal 


Invested $20,000, 
Made $250,000 on 
Surplus Tankers 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Joseph 


E. Casey refused today to tell in- 
vestigating senators who were 
his partners in a war surplus ships 
deal that brought him $250,000 
profit on a $20,000 investment. 


Casey declined to give a senate 


banking .subcommittee the names 
of fellow officers and directors in 
the American Overseas Tanker 
Corporation—the company formed 
to handle the ships deal. He con- 
tended the committee, created to 
investigate charges of political in- 
fluence in RFC lending, had no 
authority to go into the ships mat- 
ter. 


RFC Not Involved 


The RFC, big government lend- 


ing agency, was not involved in 
the ships transaction. 


Casey, when before the banking 


subcommittee two weeks ago, had 
told generally of the transaction. 
It involved the purchase of five 
surplus tankers from the Maritime 
commission, their lease to Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
and their eventual sale at a profit 
of around $2,800,000. At that time, 
Casey said there were "30, 40 or 
50" stockholders in 
American 


Overseas Tanker Corporation. He 
said he did not recall the names 
of most of them. 


Quotes Court Decision 


Casey today quoted a supreme 


court opinion by Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes to' back his con- 
tention such an investigation of 
the firm's affairs would amount to 
a "fishing expedition." 


Casey is a former Democratic 


member of the house from- Massa- 
chusetts. He has been practicing 
law in Washington for several 
years. 


The senators finally dismissed 


Casey but not without an implied 
threat first of contempt action. 


This came when Senator Bricker 


(R-Ohio) said, "I doubt very much 
if the courts will protect.this wit- 
ness" in hs refusals. 


Chairman Fulbright 
(D-Ark) 


said thta was a matter for the 
committee to consider later.

Mayor Hofmann

Of Meter Funds 


The Dixon city council last night 


approved the final payment for 
the lot at the corner of Hennepin 
avenue and Second street which 
will be used for off-street parking. 


A payment of $15,000 from the 


off-street parking fund will be 
made as the last installment of the 
$50,000 price of the lot, according 
to Mayor J. Fred Hofmann. St. 
Paul's Lutheran church and a 
house now occupy the lot. The 
house probably will be sold and 
material from the church sold for 
salvage. 


Possession in Year 


The city can not get possession 


of the lot for another year under 
the purchase agreement signed 
with the church. In commenting on 
the installment buying of the off- 
street parking area, Mayor J. Fred 
Hofmann commented on the distri- 
bution of parking meter funds. 


He said 50 per cent of the an- 


nual income from the meters must 
go into the general fund which 
tends to eliminate tax increases 
while the other 50 per cent U allo- 
cated for off-street parking. 


Givea Breakdown 


During the four years the park- 


ing meters have been in operation 
a total of $106,649.91 has been 
collected. From this amount $24,- 
206.27 was used to buy and install 
the meters. Following payment of 
the final $15,000 for the church lot 
a balance of $7,000 remains in the 
off-street parking fund, Hofmann 
said. 


The mayor added that approxi- 


mately $30,000 a year is the "take" 
from meters. Besides using 50 per 
cent of this money for buying the 
lot across from the city hall, all 
improvements on the proposed 
parking lot will be made from the 
off-street parking fund, according 
to the mayor. 


He added that merchants west 


of Peoria avenue and East of Otta- 
wa avenue have requested the 
council to seek off-street parking 
lots in their areas. Hofmann asked 
council members to watch for pos- 
sible lots which could be used for 
this purpose.

Bread, Milk, 
Meat, Fruits 
To Be Exempt 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The government was ready 
today to order a new system 
of price controls on about 60 
per cent of the food in your 
grocery store. 


After weeks of wrestling 


with problems involved, the 
Office of Price Stabilization 
(OPS) has completed two re- 
tail food orders and one 
wholesale food order. Issu- 
ance was expected late today. 


The changeover will give 


the American public some 
price rollbacks and some price 
increases within the next few 
weeks—and Price Director 
Michael V. DiSalle has pre- 
dicted that the rollbacks will 
outnumber the increases. 


The 
nation's 
approximately 


500,000 grocery stores will be 
ordered not to 
exceed certain 


"mark up" percentages on about 
40 categories of foods. The orders 
are expected to cover canned 
goods, baby foods, coffee, sugar, 
salt, 
butter, 
packaged cheese, 


cookies and crackers, breakfast 
cereals, shortening, flour, flavor- 
ings, peanut butter, jams and 
jellies, and many other items. 


Bread, Meat Exempt 


They are not expected to cover 


bread, milk, eggs, fresh meat, 
fresh fruits, or fresh vegetables. 


At present, the retail and whole- 


sale prices 
frozen 
at 


charged by each seller between 
Dec. 19 and Jan. 25—except that 
in the case of most foods, when 
farm prices rise, the food-seller 
may raise his price to allow for 
this rise. 


The new food orders will allow 


food sellers to pass on any in- 
creases in the cost of food items, 
and will require them to lower 
their prices whenever their own 
costs go down. 


Determine Ceiling 


A food seller will use the tables 


of percentages in whatever regula- 
tion applies to him, to determine 
his ceiling prices. For example, a 
retail grocer receiving a can of 
beans can determine his ceiling 
price by adding the government- 
ordered "mark-up" percentage to 
the amount he has to pay for the 
beans. 


OPS officials say that later—in 


a few months—when the change- 
over has been completed and food 
prices have become fairly stable, 
dollars-and-cents price ceilings will 
be fixed, with the ceiling price of 
each article in a store clearly 
marked for the housewife to see. 


Community Pricing 


They say the three orders now 


ready are an essential step toward 
this 
system 
of 
"community 


pricing" toward which they are 
working. 


"Mark up" 
percentages will 


differ according to the size and 
nature of the retail or wholesale 
grocery firm. 


One of the retail orders will 


cover independent grocers whose 
annual sales are below a certain 
figure, and the other will cover 
chain stores and large independent 
grocers.

"No one can dispute the value 


of security, but there is much 
evidence to support the contention 
that a blind and ruthless applica- 
tion of security to information or 
intelligence can deprive us of 
much of its value." 


Defines Information 


Whitney defined information as 


"mere facts" and intelligence as 
"the significance of those facts 
and the conclusions drawn there- 
from." 


Public opinion was slow to 


approve President Truman's plans 
for military aid to Greece and 
Turkey, Whitney recalled.

public never was told the reasons 


why the air 
should

quickly, he indicated, because most 
of the reasons "bore a security 
classification." 


He suggested that the central

world, by the Peron government of Argentina is. deplored in the Unit-

The 
Newspaper Guild, of the CIO, has waged 'strikes 
which differed only in detail from the strike 
which paralyzed La Prensa. The strikes against 
the Seattle Post-Intelligencer and the New York 
World-Telegram and Sun are cases in point. The 
Guild has partisan political policies and programs 
and has been, since its beginning, m debt a^ 
committed to the ruling political party.

papers opposed that party. La Prensa's own work- 
ers were not on strike, but other unions devoted 
to the Peron government refused to handle the 
paper for delivery or sale and even refused to 


handle its accounts in banks. 
That is familiar practice in the 


United States. Last summer, when a sufficient number of non- 
guild editorial workers signified their desire to continue to turn out 
the paper, the New York W-T and Sun was shut down by a group 
of other unions in violation of their contracts.

The proper method of scoring 


at a Canasta tournament is much 
the same as the scoring at a 
bridge progressive. 
This brings 


up a much debated question. "Do 
you count only your own score, 
or do you count the difference 
between your score and that of 
your opponent?" 


Let's begin with fundamentals. 


You're going to play against five 
or six different sets of opponents 
during the course of the evening. 


You are provided with a tally 


card, and you are supposed to 
write down what happens against 
each set of opponents. At the end 
of the evening a prize is usually 
awarded to the players who have 
the best total score. 


Now, 
suppose that you and 


your partner begin the evening 
by-scoring 4000 points while your 
opponents score only 3000. 
Do 


you get your 4000 points—or do 
you get only the difference of 
1000 points? 


Most social players 
like 
to 


score the full 4000 points. In a 
real tournament, 
however, you 


would score only the difference of 
1000 points. 
Your 


harm in letting the players score 
.heir full amounts. If it's a seri- 
ous tournament, however, the. of- 
ficial rule should be followed. 


If the plus-and-minus rule is 


followed, it is customary to set a 
imit to the amount that can be 
won in any single round. A limit 
of 3000 points is ample. 
the margin of 
victory in 


round is more than that, only-the 
imit of 3000 points is added to 
Jie score of the winners. 
The 


losers, however, are debited with 
the. full amount of their loss.

points. 


The fairness of the real tourna- 


ment rule can be seen if you 
imagine that at another table 
the score is 4800 points for one 
side and 4900 points for the other 
side. If the full score is carried 
forward, the loser at the other

—while you get only 4000 points 
for winning at your table. It must 
be unfair for a loser to get 
better score than a winner.

And when Spivey 
took command of the rebounding, 
Kentucky wiped out a two-point 
halftime deficit to saunter to its 
third NCAA title in four years.

Hitch Develops Hitch 


Hitch snagged nine rebounds 


during the entire game but only 
one came in the second half. 
Spivey split his 21 rebounds almost 
down the middle with 12 coming 
after the intermission, which found 
Kansas State ahead 29 to 27. 


The big fellow's efforts brought 


a successful close to the second 
year of Coach Adolph Rupp's cur- 
rent three-year plan. He started 
Almost from scratch some 17 
months ago with a band of sopho- 
mores and incidental upper class- 
men. His aim was to win the 1952 
NCAA crown and a possible trip 
to the 1952 Olympics. 


But he has the big title a year 


early. Nine of the ten men on the 
aquad return next season. Only 
exception is Roger Layne, third 
string center.

With the New York college basketball situation getting 


blacker each time another sell-out player is collared and 
hauled into court, we would say it took some courage for 
the presidents of Manhattan, St. John's and New York uni- 
versity to make the joint statement they issued yesterday. 
We thought their words made sense. 
IN CASE you MISSED IT, here is what these eminent edu- 


cators had to say in announcing that their schools would continue 
to play basketball in Madison Square Garden, the alleged den of 
iniquity where the bribing was done: 


"It is our firm conviction that college basketball can 


be played in the Garden without student-players succumb- 
ing to the corruption as disclosed in the recent scandal." 


Then these educators went on to say thav the idea 


that "Madison Square Garden is totally responsible for the 
present status of intercollegiate basketball in Metropolitan 
New York, and that the college gymnasium is a panacea 
for this evil, is a myth. 


"In spite of the college gymnasium, in spite even of education 


permeated with ethical, cultural and religious principles, it is still 
possible to have corruption, if the individual does not exercise cour- 
ageously the powers of his own personality." 


WHAT THESE GENTLEMEN mean, when their fancy language 


is unveiled, is that you don't really solve the problem by moving 
basketball out of the big city arenas. 
By doing that you are 


merely removing the players from a possible source of temptation. 


The problem will not be solved until the individual play- 


ers think enough of the game to refuse to even consider 
bribe offers. That may be an idealistic way to approach 
the problem, but it imu< be accomplished if college basket- 
ball is to survive. 
Any other approach merely disguises the 


real problem. 


MARK TWAIN'S FAMOUS short story "The Man Who 


Corrupted Hadleyburg" contained a moral that might well 
apply to this situation. 
The citizens of Hadleyburg were 


proud of their city's reputation for honesty. But they found 
this honesty lacking when put to a test. 
Twain pointed 


out that virtue that has never been called upon to resist 
temptation canno-1 be considered virtue at all. 
So college basketball's motto today might well be, "Lead us 


into temptation," the same motto adopted by Hadleyburg after it 
had been tried and found wanting. 


FOB UNTIL COLLEGE BASKETBALL players are 


trained to say NO to bribe offers because they think more of 
basketball than they do of money, the problem has not been 
solved. And if the colleges can't convince the players that 
the game is worth that much, then college basketball is not 
worth saving.
